Approval of August 14, 2014 Meeting: Moved: James Williston. Seconded: Michael Turrini. Motion carried unanimously. 
Annual Reports were presented by France on behalf of President Al Munro, and Brett Irick took minutes on behalf of 
Marion Munro. Al is sad to be leaving the position of President, and we are appreciative he will continue in his other roles.

Bob Celebrates 60 Years In Numismatics! 


62.) Your Editor had the pleasure to interview Robert (Bob) J. Graham on July 31, 2015, about the

+ about the obverse design replied, “The story is the design was shamelessly borrowed from 
P.O. Tremblay, who used it on one of his numismatist cards dated 1892 (Breton 607). Tremblay 
just as brazenly copied it from the lovely Barbados copper tokens of 1792. | was happy that the 
Canada Wide Woods people were able to make a good copy of it, as | had after much though 
settled on it as the design | wanted.” Bob’s 38mm wood is listed in the CAWMC catalogue as 
5711-008 Kimberley (Ontario) 2015, quantity 200 (BL/B). 





Bob discovered numismatics 60 years ago, “I was always interested in all things historical, as long 
as | can remember, and when my dad showed me some coins he’d accumulated, | was fascinated. 
He presented me a 1920 English penny from the group, and that in its modest way launched my 
collecting career in 1955.” 


Bob has a vast interest and history with Canadian banknotes. “Il probably have a better overall 
grasp of Canadian chartered bank notes than other collecting areas, but in the course of sixty 
years, | have dabbled in many collecting areas, both metallic and paper. Dr. Haxby really extended 
ce Ne my numismatic education during his tenure at the Bank of Canada, and Ruth McQuade and | 
H AM & worked with him to prepare the 1979 Charlton paper money catalogue. Charlton Press 

ws subsequently split it into Canadian Government Paper Money and Canadian Bank Notes, and | 
) added Canadian Merchant Scrip more recently.” 
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The secret to longevity in this hobby, “It always held my interest, which has never really wavered, 
because there is always something new to learn, and new discoveries, and best of all, one makes 
lasting friendships within the hobby.” To help new collectors stay loyal to the hobby, Bob tells them, “Collect for fun. Shape 
your collection according to your own interests, learn all you can, and don’t spend too much time worrying about whether 
your collection will make or lose money.” 


Rarely are numismatists limited to this one hobby, most have several other interests, what are Bob’s? “I always enjoyed 
motorcycle riding but gave it up last year as | hadn’t been riding enough in recent years to justify the cost. About 2009, 
when there wasn’t much available to add to my collection, | started to build a collection of Canadian stamps printed from 
engraved plates.” 


Any connection to the other Graham who was President of RCNA 1973-1975?

1979 Fred Bowman Numismatic Research Award; 1989 Royal Canadian Mint a peal Graham (RCNA 2006— 
Numismatic Education Award; and CPMS Ruth McQuade Literary Award was 


received multiple times by Bob. 





Bob is a member of the Royal Canadian Numismatic Association (RCNA); the Ontario Numismatic Association (ONA); the 
British North America Philatelic Society Ltd. (BNAPS); the Royal Philatelic Society of Canada (RHSC); the International Bank 
Note Society (IBNS); the Canadian Paper Money Society (CPMS) which Bob has been a member of for 40 years and is a 
past president, and which he is currently Honorary Vice-President; the Canadian Numismatic Research Society (CNRS) of 
which Bob was elected FCNRS about 35 years ago and was subsequently president of that organization for a term; and a 
long-time member of the Canadian Association of Token Collectors (CATC). 
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Bob’s contribution to Canadian Numismatics has taken various forms: 


® Serving in official capacity in numismatic organizations; 
® Judging exhibits at numismatic events, and prior to judging, being a frequent exhibitor;
